extraordinary 


magnitude of the storm. 
High winds 


may be expected all along the sea- 
board tomorrow. 


Huge Waves Sweep Atlantic Coast. 
New York, Feb. 5. — Huge waves 


rolled up by a 50-mile gale were still 
•weeping the North Atlantic coamt to- 
night, while cities and towns along 
the shore were trying with indifferent 
success to dig themselves out of the 
deepest snow drifts in years. Damage 
done by the sea to resorts and sum- 
mer homes along the New Jersey and 
Long Island coasts was estimated at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Shipping remained at anchor or 


moved with the utmost caution.

New York, huge ice floats menaced 
navigation. 
The steamer Maine, of

"If the federal government," he con- 


tinued, "may subvert the doctrines of 
state rights, 'and without a commis- 
sion or mandate from the people en- 
ter upon our firesides and into our 
homes with the beaurocratic system of 
office holders and over lordship, the 
theories of our constitutional govern- 
ment, and all the rights incident to 
home rule and local state government, 
are destroyed.

IF FARMERS SHOULD STIUK£. 
There Is a farm journal published 
tt DesMolnes, Iowa, which in a- recent 
Issue fives not merely its own but 
the views of agriculturists the country 
over regarding the present Industrial 
unrest, and how it affects the farmer 
and his family. While the article re- 
ferred to will not meet with universal 
approval tn all its features, premises 
and conclusions, it at least will be read 
With interest, showing as It does that 
•11 the argument is not on one side, 
and that the tiller of the soil has in 
fact a, great deal to say for himself. 


"The farmers keep their heads," 


•ays "Successful Farming," when all 
others fly off the track. We ask city 
workers to ponder a- moment what 
might happen if the tanners should do 
what the workers art doing—demand- 
ing shorter hours and higher pay. The 
farmers are their own bosses, so they 
would not have to quarrel with any- 
body. They could hold out on strike 
until they got good and ready, for they 
can feed themselves. 


"You working city fellows, suppose 


tor a moment that the farmers adopt- 
ed the eight-hour day. It would cut 
down production at, least half. Sup- 
pose they also set a price on their la- 
bor and products based on an eight- 
hour basic scale. Where wonld you 
get your food? 
Only the rich could 


boy it at all, for the price would be 
prohibitive to men on strike. If the 
cost of living is too high now, how 
Will lessened production affect it? How 
will increased cost of production bring; 
price* down? You live now because 
the farmers have gone on producing, 
working nearer sixteen hours a day 
than eight hours. You can buy food 
because the farmers have not gone on 
strike, have not ceased to produce, 
have not rornered the market and 
Mid *we demand so much for our pro- 
duct* or we won't work.' 


"If you city workers expect the 


farmers to go on feeding you at the 
old prloe you have got to get back to 
work at the old wage and make it pos- 
sible for the fanner to buy cheaper 
•o he can produce cheaper. This is not 
a one-sided game. It takes two to play 
it and if you city fellows quit, don't 
get sore If you go hungry soon. Either 
the farmers must do as you are doing, 
shorten the hours and demand higher- 
pay, or else you must lengthen the 
hours and produce more without more 
pay. 


"The farmers have been 
patient 


with you. When they lose their 
patience, look out. You have already 
taken their help If they quit, too, who 
is going to feed you? What city work- 
ers have In common with farmers is 
not so much political as economic, 
Wh«t are yon going to do about it?"

preM regarding the recurrence of the 
epidemic of influenzr.. which a year 
ago was »o serious 
throughout the 


country. It is a document of \alue 
alike to those who wish to avoid in- 
fluenza, and its distressing seiiuels, to 
those who have it. and to those who 
are caring for others ill of the dlscaM. 
It is, *ays Dr. Biggs, a highly infec- 
tious disease- 
of 
unknown 
origin, 


spread by dissemination of discharges 
from the nose and 
thioat, chiefly 


through coughing and sneezing, and 
through physical contact between the 
sick and the well. One attack of true 
influenza renders 
most persons im- 


mune from a second attack for an in- 
definite period. 


How lo Avoid It. 


Keep-as far as possible from those 


who are coughing and sneezing un« 
guardedly. 


Do not come In contact unneces- 


sarily with those who may have the 
disease. 


When influenza is prevailing, avoid 


crowds. 


Do not use drinkfng or eating uten- 


sils used by others unless they have 
been washed in boiling water. 


Keep yourself in good condition by 


living and sleeping in roms which are 
comfortably warm, but well ventilated. 


If You Have It 


Call a physician. Go to bed imme- 


diately in a warm and well ventilated 
room. If the services of a physician 
can not be immediately secured, take 
a laxative '(tablespoonful of castor oil 
for an adult), and adhere to a liquid 
diet. 


Uncomplicated cases recover in a 


few days. If you -would avoid com- 
plications, stay in bed at least three 
days after you feel perfectly well. 


For the protection of others cover 


your face when coughing or sneezing. 


If You Arc Caring for a Patient. 
If there is a catarrhal discharge, 


see that it is received upon handker- 
chiefs and these promptly placed in 
water and boiled, or better still, fur- 
nish pieces of soft cloth which can be 
burned. 
Paper bags may 
be used 


temporarily to collect soiled cloths. 


Wash your hands with soap and wa- 


ter immediately after handling the pa- 
tient or anything soiled with discharg- 
es. 


Avoid, if possible, close proximity to 


the patient when he is coughing or 
sneezing. 


If more than one patient is being 


cared for in the same room, remove 
them as far as possible 
from each 


other or separate their beds by hang- 
ing sheets or placing screens between 
them. 


While caring for patients avoid con- 


tact or association with other suscep- 
tible members of the household so far 
as possible. 


Maintain good ventilation. 


Those who arose a little befire sun- 


rise in Oneonta yesterday morning, as 
a fairly representative tjuota of citi- 
zens are understood to 
have done, 


were doubtless surprised to discWer 
that, just a little earlier, the weather 
conditions, which on AVednesday were 
so favorable, had materially changed 
and that there were approximately 
four more Inches of snow in evidence 
-at a sort of top-dressing on streets, 
\\alks and. lawns already carpeted. If 
energetic, as Oneontans proverbially 
arc, they no doubt proceeded at once 
to clear the walks, only to find an 
hour or so later that they were again 
covered by as great a depth as before; 
and a second cleaning didn't help mat- 
ters much. By noon the new snow 
was variously reported as being from 
eight to ten inches in depth, and at 
S last evening it was a conservative 
estimate which fixed its depth at one 
foot. Whether there was further ad- 
dition during the night, readers of 
The Star can judge 
for themselves 


this morning. 


So great a snowfall in one day. and 


in fact it was by far the greatest of 
any day of the present season, natur- 
ally occasioned inconvenience, alike to 
pedestrians, to those using the high- 
ways and to oth -TS who had occasion 
to journey on the railways. Though 
the Otego and Colliers roads were 
opened Wednesday for general traffic, 
they were snowed up again yesterday.

American army officers believe) very 


few unidentified bodies will be among 
America's soldier dead in France 
when tbe army graves registration 
service completes a thorough checking 
of records BOW In progress. 
Every 


grave record Is being checked against 
th« army's casualty list Each little 
white cross—or six-pointed star over 
the Jews—Is having an embossed 
aluminum strip placed on the back, 
duplicating the name, rank anjl organ- 
ization already painted on the marker. 
This is being done M a precaution 
against the possibility of winter weath- 
er wearing away the stenciled Informa- 
tion. 


Naarly 70,000 U. *. Grave*. 


Nearly 70,000 American boys are 


bnrled la the 11 districts of France, 
the Belgian battlefields and the Duchy 
of Luxemburg. 
There are 3S ceme- 


teries of 800 or more graves, cared for 
by discharged soldiers. The largest of 
these Is Romagne, north of Verdtm, 
where lie 28.000 of our men. The next 
In size is that of Tnlanceurt, with 
4,600 graves. Many of those who fell 
in battle are sleeping in British and 
French military cemeteries. 
A few 


were left where first put In the 
ground, as in the Vosges mountains. 


All graves are under the care of the 


commanding graves officers In the 11 
districts and a caretaker watches over 
them. Officers make periodical Inspec- 
tion. Where practical, grass has been 
sown on the battle burying grounds, 
and in the spring this work, previ- 
ously hampered by the task of group- 
Ing the bodies, wilt be carried on. 


When the present grave'service ad- 


ministration took over headquarters 
In Paris in August the records were 
found to contain a list of 12,000 names 
of men buried, but without giving tbe 
exact location of the grave, the pres- 
ent check Includes the compilation of 
a complete directory of every Ameri- 
can grave. In the first 18,000 graves 
recorded a fourth of these nnlocate'd 
ones were found and properly marked.

Inspection of battle field burying 


grounds has been the slowest, but 
the American 'officers said they ex- 
pected the work when finished would 
leave few of those tragic mounds 
wherein would lie an American sol- 
dier "name unknown.- 


Many of these are expected to be 


Identified later when the description 
of the body, marks in the clothing, 
and sometimes a letter from home to 
"Dear Jim," sent back to the war de- 
partment, are seen by those who have 
been grieving over their boy listed 
among the "missing." 


None of the bodies may be returned 


to the* families yet, but mothers and 
rafters have been Journeying over to 
France to look at the graves of their 


S. Welfare organizations have or- 


ranized services to facilitate thes-e vis- 
Its, and at several of tbe American 
cemeteries the Young Men's Christian 
association has provided restrooms.

are appropriated throughout the world. 


Recently a Brazilian concern took- 


forty well-known trademarks belong- 
ing to American automobile and ac- 
co^nry manufacturers.

Similar cases of piratinp were cited 
in Spain. Japan. Argentina and Cuba. 


The motion-picture Industry has also
